Mexico City, Aug. 14.—The Catholic 
Church in Mexico has virtually won 
its fight for free speech in opposition 
to President Calles’ decree of July 2. 

And as the Catholic victory on this 
point becomes more assured, the coun- 
try is growing calmer, dispelling the | 
fears of revolution against the gov- 
ernment for its enforcement of re- 
Strictive laws against the church. 

Rather strangely, the press of the 
‘United States has been largely re-| 
sponsible for the church's partial vic- 
tory. 

U. 8S. Press Aids Both Sides. 


The American press has done what 
the Mexican press did not er could 
not do. It has furnished a free field 
to all comers with the result that 
Mexicans have expressed themselves 
abroad much more fully and accurate- 
ly than they could at home. It has 
forced a certain amount of liberality 
on both sides in the heat of one of 
the bitterest struggles in Mexican 
history. As a result both sides have 
declared against an attempt to win 
the struggle through revolutionary ac- 
tivities. 

The metropolitan papers, which took 
pretty much to cover during the heat 
of the church struggle and fought shy 
of religious news either from the gov- 
ernment or episcopate, have again 
crawled out of retirement and begun 
publishing extensive reports of the 
struggle. This probably is due to 
the fact that the church seems to have 
won the battle for the right of public 
expression over the decree of July 2, 
which practically prohibited such ex- 


Refuse to Prosecute. 


The refusal of the government to 
prosecute the bishops for their pastoral 
letter, announcing the withdrawal of 
the priests from the churches, has 
given the papers courage. They also 
have been greatly encou by the 
announcement of the gove ent yes- 
terday, that it would not prosecute 
Archbishop Mora y del Rio of Mexico 
for his statements to an American 
newspaper correspondent, which, the 
minister of the interior charged, vio- 
lated the constitutional clause forbid- 
ding priests to criticize the govern- 
ment. 

Although the church is ae publish- 
ing the daily religious organ, it is con- 
tinuing to broadcast circulars and 
dodgers by the millions, unmolested, in 
direct contravention to the decree of 
July 2.4

Chicago found a robust defender in 
the Coolidge cabinet as represented 
by Herbert Hoover yesterday when 
Mr. Hoover plainly declared that the 
blame for lake level diversion cannot 
be laid at Chicago’s door. 

The secretary came hege from a con- 
ference with President Coolidge at 


White Pine camp. He is on his way 


to the northwest for a series of con- 
ferences on problems of his depart- 
ment, and later a vacation outing in 
the mountains.

Importance of Lakes System. 
“The great lakes system is 
equally important part of this whole 
problem, for it. presents the possibility 
for cheapened transportation for im- 
port and export of grain, taw mate- 
rials and other goods to Europe and 
the north Atlantic for twelve or fif- 
teen states, also in the hedrt of the 
midwest. | 
“The lakes today are the greatest 
inland transportation system in the 
world. But at present traffic to the 
sea has to pass through bottle necks 
of 11 or 12 foot canals. -We know from 
an engineering point of view that it is 
entirely feasible to make every lake 
port an ocean port by deepening these 
canals to 25 or 30 foot shipways. And 
a 26 foot waterway will admit seven 
out of eight of ail oceangoing vessels 
that come to our harbors. 

“ Chicago, Milwaukee, Duluth, De- 
troit, Cleveland, Buffalo, and all their 
hinterland of states would at once 
come many cents per ton nearer to the 
seaboard and world markets. This 
system for oceangoing ships would 
comprise more than 3,000 miles of 
routes and give the midwest its needed 
outlet to the Atlantic. 


Joint Inquiry Nearly Done. 


“ But great as this accomplishment 
will be, the unlocking of the great 
lakes system to the sea is of first im- 
portance: At my suggestion two years 
ago We entered on an agreement with 
the Canadian government for a joint 
and conclusive engineering investiga- 
Our 
engineers also are making a compre- 
hensive engineering review of the ship- 
way route across New York state. 
These investigations will be completed 
within a few monthé. 

“I am advised by our engineers that 
they can complete the channels of the 
Mississippi system to working depths 


‘at present planned for less than $125.,- 


000,000. It is yet too early to forecast 
the cost of the shipway from the lakes 
to the sea. — 

“For a country with an annual in- 
come two thousand times this stum 
every five years and with the issues 
at stake, certainly the improvement 
of the Mississippi and its tributaries is 
not much of a gamble. Nor would I 
exclude the waterway from the lakes 
in this expression. If the projects 
succeed they will return economic 
benefits far in excess of the cost every 
year. 

More Facilities Needed. _ 

“ And even did they not save a cent 
on freight rates—which they will—it 
would still be worth doing. for we 
must provide more transportation fa- 
cilities for the future of our country as 
a whole. Already our great railway 
gateways and terminals are showing 
signs of congestion. . 

“ Their traffic in 25 years has grown 
from 114 billion ton miles to 838 billion 
ton miles, nearly triple. At a much 
less rate of increase we must within 
another quarter of a century provide 
for expansion in facilities to handle at 
least double what we are moving to- 
day. 

“ Our present railways will obviously 
be inadequate for that task. The ex- 
pansion of railway terminals to ac- 
commodate the growth of the next 
quarter of a century will be accom- 
plished at enormously increasing cost 
because of the increase of land values 
in our citiea, and thus the cost of the

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WORK RUSHED ON 
RIVER PROJECT 


Asks Railroads to 0. K. 
Straightening Soon. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
“ Actual digging of a new channel 
to straighten the river must be started 
in November,” Col. A. A. Sprague, com- 


missioner of public works, declared 
to his subordinate engineers. 

A few minutes before the commis- 
parveien dispatched letters to the presi- 
dents of the Pennsylvania, North 
Western, Burlington, Western Indiana, 
Baltimore and Ohio, New York Cen- 
tral, and the Rock Island railroads 
asking them to make the river straight- 
ening a special order’ of business at 
the September meetings of their boards 
of directors. The directorate of each 
of these railroads is scheduled to hold 
a session on the first Monday, Tuesday, 
or Wednesday of next month. None of 
these roads has yet signed the river 
straightening agreement. 

Approved by U. 8S. Engineer. 

The third development in this $9,000,- 
000 improvement was the action of 
Maj. Edwin H. Schulz, federal district 
engineer in Chicago. He forwarded 
with his favorable recommendation the 
city’s application for a. modified per- 
mit to unkink the river between Polk 
and 18th streets. This goes to Col. 
Spencer Crosby at Cleveland, who ex- 
presses his opinion on it, and then it 
goes to Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief of 
the engineers at Washington. 

William H. Mulvihill, state superin- 
tendent of waterways, has filed hig 
approval with Maj. Schulz. 

The sanitary district, however, has 
not yet given its consent to the plan. 
The point on which it is hesitating is 
the desire to avoid the cost of rebuild- 
ing the Taylor street bridge. This was 
originally constructed by the district 
in 1901. Now a new bridge will be 
necessary and the district desires that 
the city stand the cost. There is also 
some question regarding the abut- 
ments in the river of the 18th street 
bridge. 


Sprague Summons Engineers. 

Commissioner Sprague is proceeding 
upon the belief that everything will be 
ironed out. He called a conference in 
his office for tomorrow of City Engi- 
neer\ John Ericson, Thomas Philfeldt, 
bridge engineer; Clarence S. Rowe, and 
Donald N. Becker, construction engi- 
neers; Hugh E. Young, engineer of the 
Chicago plan commission, and E. J. 
Noonan, engineer of the railway ter- 
minal commission. 

The commissioner wants plans and 
specifications prepared at once for 
digging the new channel, building of 
docks, the moving of old bridges and 
the construction of new ones—in fact, 
he wants working plans for all things 
necessary to complete the improve- 
ment. He wants an estimate of the 
time required to prepare the plans and 
drawings and the advertisements to 
get in bids. The commissioner is 
almost certain to issue some orders on 
this subject tomorrow. Action at once 
is regarded as imperative.

THE COMING DRIVE FOR 
| CANCELLATION. 


It is safe to predict that we are to have a drive 
‘for debt cancellation. If we could have a general 
discussion of cancellation as an economic and 
financia] problem it would be welcome. It might 
produce an intelligent public opinion in favor of 
complete and immediate cancellation. It might 
convince the country that modification of our pres 


ent settlements would be desirable. It would cer- 


tainly give public opinion a more informed and 
substantial foundation than it now has, and it 


. would protect us from confusing and irrelevant 


considerations. 
But the drive for cancellation is preparing with 


all the mminitions left from the propaganda which 


swept the country from 1914 to our entrance into 
the war. There was never such a blast in the 
world before. A considerable proportion of our 
péople have not yet recovered from it. Its revival 
will find them predisposed, and cancellation or debt 
adjustment will be engulfed in a whirling wash of 


‘sentimentality and war mythology. 


Fortunately the nation as a whole has done some 


observing and some thinking since 1919, and the 


revelation of European opinion in the last few 
weeks has helped the great majority of Americans 
to dispose of the last war illusion. There i# per- 
haps danger that in the reaction against European 
hostility and against sentimental propaganda we 
shall not give the problem of debt adjustment as 
clearheaded consideration as it deserves. Our 
debtors are making generosity difficult. They and 
our sentimentalists are putting us in a position in 
which any concession must be interpreted as a 
confeasion of error, and, save for a amall minority, 
the American people are, not suffering from a 
guilty The drive therefore will not 
only fail of its object. It is likely to obstruct re- 
adjustments that might be justifiable and profitable 
to all concerned. | 

Meanwhile it is well for the American’ people to 
be clear on one central point. In the midst of

The law provides that the interstate commerce 
commission shall “ prescribe just and reasonable 
rates "—that is, rates that shall yield a “fair re 
turn ” upon the value of the property held for and 
used. in the service of transportation. It also pro- 
vides that if a carrier’s net operating income is in 
excess of 6 per cent, half of the excess shall go 
into a “reserve fund” and the other half into a 
“contingent fund,” the purposes of which need 
not be given here. | 

There is no agreement of the covernment here to 
secure &ny return to the railroads, and no one but 
a political demagogue would pretend to find any 


limitation on railway income, and it is true also 
that there exists a guaranty against the tmposition 
of rates which would be confiscatory, but that guar- 
anty is in the constitution of the United States. It 
protects the man who has put his money into rail- 
road property no more than it protects the man 
who owns a farm. 

For example, let us suppose that in course of 
time agriculture became so highly organized that 
it could control the price of food, and that, to pro- 
tect the public from inordinate prices, a law were 
enacted giving some government agency power to 
regulate the rates to be charged by farmers for 
their produce as the interstate commerce commis- 
sion regulates the rates charged by the railroads 
for their production, which is transportation. Then 
the same questions would arise as have appeared 
in railway regulation. What ought the farmer to 
receive as a return upon his enterprise? What is 
his investment in land, building, and equigment; 
what is his output, and what prices would give 
him a “fair return” on his investment, manage- 
ment, and effort? Under pressure of public senti- 
ment the price regulating commission might fix 
rates which would yield a very low return or even 
noné at all. Thereupon the farmers could go into 
court and obtain protection under the constitutional 
prohibition against the taking of property without 
compensation. But if a law were passed empower- 
ing the department of agriculture or of commerce 
or a special commission to determine the maximum 
price the farmer could charge for his product and 
the law prescribed that this price must be high 
enough to bring him a fair return, would the farmer 
think he had a guaranty? If he did, he would be 
sadly disappointed. 

The farmer has favored the system of regula- 
tion of railroad rates by the government, and that 
system rheans necessarily that rules and standards 
must be adopted to govern the rate adjustment. 
But they do not constitute a guaranty, and the 
farmers who applaud men like Brookhart and 
Blaine when they talk about the six per cent guar- 
anty are merely making themselves the dupes of 
political quacks.

weeks. We do not know the statistics elsewhere, 
but here the number of teachers employed totaled 
500. They included college students and college 
graduates, public schqol teachers and experienced 
teachers engaged at other times in regular Sunday 
school work. We maintained a training school 
for teachers with special reference to the daily 
vacation Bible school work. Thomas 38. Evans, 
director of the international council having the 
entire movement in charge, spent a week visiting 
the Chicago achools and gave them a high rank 
in methods, idedls, and efficiency. 

Our constant aim is to keep the daily vacation 
Bible schools abreast of the most approved stand- 
ards in pedagogy. We are not satisfied to have 
teachers who are simply good intentioned; they 
must know how to teach. If a boy or girl should 
fall off the pier into the lake, some one watching 
the accident might have good intentions, but if he 
or she didn’t know how to swim, ther would 
be of any use in effecting a rescue. 

The daily vacation Bible schools have followed 
largely the same course as the Sunday school 
which was founded for ragged children of the city 
slums and had as a prime object teaching these 
children of neglect how to read. Now Sunday 
schools are a part of the machinery of instruction, 
inspiration, and entertainment in every church of 
every denomination, no matter how rich the 
neighborhood nor how well educated and cultured 
the church constituency. 

The daily vacation Bible school is developing in 
the same direction. It_began as a means for 
caring for idle children whose only playgrounds 
were the streets and alleys of the poorer sections 
of our great city on the principle that “Satan 
still has mischief for idle hahds to do.” Now 
schools are being conducted in some of the wealth- 
iest and most cultured neighberhoods and suburbs. 

This summer schools were successfully con- 
ducted in such churches as the Hyde Park Baptist 
in close proximity to the University of Chicago 
and in whose membership are many professors 
and their families, and in St. James’ Methodist 
Episcopal church, with its $600,000 church plant 
and its families of wealth, intelligence, and social 
distinction. We have found that children are 
much alike in their tastes and needs, and there 


is the same reason for training the idle rich as} 


the idle poor in patriotism, Bible knowledge, hand- 
work, love of nature, and educative recreation, for 
which the vacation schools stand. 


This summer the kind hearted managers of the 
Cubs and White Sox ball parks offered free ad- 
mission to children of the vacation schools, and 
who that knows child nature would doubt for a 
moment that a boy of the gold coast would not be 
as eager as his equal in age from back of the 
yards to see a professional baseball game and do 
so as a guest of the management. 

From time immemorial the problem of what to 
do with the great army of boys and girls thrust 
out on the streets after nine months’ drill in the 
public schools has pressed on anxious fathers and 
mothers, harassed the corner policeman, and puz- 
zled educators. Moreover, ministers and church 
folk looked at the empty church buildings with 
their cool walls and corridors and on the parks 
with their grass plats, trees, and sylvan lakes, and 
asked themselves, Are we utilizing all our oppor- 
tunities and equipment to the best advantage? 


: The result has been the getting of the children | 


into the churches during the forenoons and out 
in the parks in the afternoons, combining study, 
work, and fun with help in character building, 
worship, and true Americanism. This work has 
taken cn the name @f the Daily Vacation Bible 
School. It has so commended itself to the good 
judgment of all classes we now hear practically 
no criticism from either church or non-church 
circles, from the foreign or the native born, from 
parents, or, leagt of all, from the children. Instead 


Bible school, as many children are pictured dread- 
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eases, though thirty grains a day is 
more certain, There is no great differ- 
ence between the dizziness and other 
disconiforts caused by the two doses.

We cannot advise to advantage without 

knowing in much greater detail the charac

THE RAILROADS AND 
PUBLIC OPINION. 


Arthur Evans recently reported from Iowa that 
while the lowa public welcomes new public utility 
enterprise with open arms and uncomplainingly 
concedes them a 7 or 8 per cent return, the un- 
friendliness toward railroads still survives and 
Brookhart is applauded for his specioud attacks 
on the Esch-Cummins act, with its supposed guar- 
anty of 6 per cent, 

Mr. Evans explains the difference persuasively 
by the fact that the electrical utilities make an ef- 
ficient campaign of publicity to support their de 
mands. The railroads have improved in their han- 
dling of public relations, but not enough. Of 
course, they have a harder task. They must offset 
mistakes of the past and-much ingrained prejudice, 
skillfully played upon by professional politicians 
who have become experts in granger psychology. 

But there is also a time element in the situation. 
The electrical utilities are novelties. Once the 
railroads were, and in that day they were welcomed 
ty communities with even more enthusiasm than 
a-lighting company stirs today. They became 
thereafter rather arrogant, and though that atti- 
tude has been beaten down it was too often re 
placed by pessimism breeding indifference. The 
cfforta made in recent years to state the case for 
the railroads have produced encouraging results 
on the whole, and the public attitude is fairer and 
owre friendly than it has been for more than a 
generation. But there is a good deal lacking still 
in railroad policy as to public rélations, a leck of 
tact, a lack of imagination in the avoidance of un- 

_ necessary annoyances, a lack of progressiveness 
rot justified by restriction of income and operation 
conditions. 

The persistence of the guaranty theory, which 
does duty in the armory of La Folletteism th Wis- 
consin as well as with Brookhart in Lowa, is, we 
suspect, one of the effects of the failure on the

The Chicago police have no authority outside 
the city limits. The state's attorney has no police 
of his own and ought not to be required to act 
as a peace officer. The sheriff, the constitutional 
peace officer of the county, has no adequate police 
force, and the local police in the districts most in 
need of supervision are not likely to be any better 
than the district. Where the district is morally 
healthy the police are at least clean, if not always 
too competent. But in the vice spots they offer 
Little or no protection. 

Crime is not bound by jurisdictional boundaries. 
The law and its officers are. But Cook county and, 
in fact, the metropolitan area for miles outside the 
city’s corporate limits ought to be a police unit. 
The mobility of crimé has immensely added to its 
radius of action, and we dught to revise our police 
system to conform to present conditions. The 


peenraae districts generally resist annexation, 


and Chicago cannot compel them to enter the 
city. But the state has power to create a proper 
police control coextensive with the eT 
We also need something similar to the criminal 
investigation division of Scotland Yard, a special 
bureau of detectives, of expert investigators, di- 
rected from the central office. Such investigators 
would not only be specialists in detecting guilt and 
running down fugitives but they would be free 
from loca] influences, prejudices, or prejudgments.

Jury Obtained in Five Minutes. . 
Five minutes before the court opens, 
the clerk calls twelve jurors into thé 
bex—usually ten men and two women 
—and promptly swears them to try 
the case. As he finishes this brief and 
simple. ceremony, the judge steps 
through a door behind the bench, bows 
to the barristers and to the jury, takes 
his seat, and the trial is under way. 
The empanelling of an English jury 
is a dignified and impressive perform- 
ance. They have already been welect- 
ed for character and intelligence, like 
the judges themselves, and their names 
can be obtained by counsel for a shill- 
ing, in advance of the trial, if there is 
any desire’ to investigate them with a 
view to a challenge. As a matter of 
fact, this list is almost never asked 
for. The clerk, as the representative 
of the government, not of the parties, 
draws and swears them, thus giving 
them a status independent of the con- 
tending parties, like that of the judge 
on the bench. Freed from the hostile 
inquisition of the rival lawyers, the 
jurors undoubtedly approach the éase 
in a much more judicial frame of mind 
than would be possible under Ameri- 
can practice, and this clearly mani.

He Is a Real Go-Getter. 


Joseph Tilden, bank president, is 
a crackling live wire and, of course, 
has a “drive” on his hands—a half 
million drive for Lombard, which is 
seventy-five years old this year. Of 
the half million he has already ex- 
tracted $75 000 from Galesburg. That’s 
how busy he is Business, I fear, like 
to cost him money out of pocket, for 
in his ardor he would park his car on 
the steps of a church after worship 
if he thought he saw a _ promising 
“prospect”’ coming out. The other 
day the chief of police—Tilden having 
been arrested three times for illegal 
parking—said to him. “ President, the 
next time you come in here, I'll fine 
ou! ”’ 
That is how ardent Tilden is. Wel- 
come everywhere, too. Not long ago 
Father Doubleday invited him to speak 
at a third degree initiation of the 
Knights of Columbus. He went, and 
he was the only non-Catholic in the 
assembla®e crowded into the dining 
room of the Union hotel, and he spoke 
on “Americanism and Duty to Coun- 
try,” and was warmly applauded. 
That is the kind of ‘man Tilden 
is.

30,000 Its Population. 

Galesburg's population is 30,000, with 
a strong Scandinavian and Lutheran 
element in it, and it is a rich city. 
Vast Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad shops are there, with 3,30C em- 
ployés and an annual pay roll of 
$5,000,000; and the town is the largest 
horse and mule market in the world, 
buyers coming from all over the coun- 
try; and it has the largest tie treating 
and wood pressing plant in this coln- 
try; and. its chamber of commérce (see 
polite Mr, Peterson) had a. budget of 
$26,000 in 1926; and Galesburg’s cele- 
brated “ cornbelt butter ” is shipped by 
the carload as far east as Massachu- 
setts; and it makes 250,000 ‘ Can’t 
Sag’’ farm gates a year and 2,000,000 
feet of ladders a year, and so on and 
on, to fill a column if you had it— 
not forgetting, for the autoist’s com- 
fort, an excellent hotel called the Cus- 


ter. 
Rich but Not Forgetful. 


But, rich as it is and busy as it is, 
do you know what names stand in 
the tallest letters in the heart of Gales- 
bure'’s downtown district?

It is as if to impress the diplomats 
and the delegates of the foreign pow- 
ers to the customs and judicial con- 
ferences with the peculiar fitness of 
the Chinese for tariff autonomy and 
the abolition of extraterritoriality. 
And the impression has been a deep 
one, as the report of the judicial com- 
missioners will reveal.

Voters Drift to the Old 


Organizations.

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 14.—[Spe 
cilal.J—In Minnesota the hyphen has 
been knocked out of the Farmer- 
Labor combine and the third party is 
in the throes of disintegration. Magnus 
Johnson of the megaphonic voice is 
running for governor this time against 
Gov. Theodore Christianson, Repub- 
lican, but is not making much head- 
way among the farmers who elected 
him senator three years ago in the 
“wheat uprising” and turned him 
down for@e-election in 1924—it looks 
ike a romp for Christianson in 
November. - 

As the old war horses view it, Min- 
nesota’s radical splurge of a few years 
ago was due to a hell-raising complex 
somewhat similar to the one that im- 
pelled lowa recently to give Brookhart 
a 75,000 plurality over the late Senator 
Cummins. _. 

Vote Shows Futility. 

Two years ago the Dakotas and Min- 
nesota rolled up big votes for La Fol- 
lette. While Coolidge carried them, 


the third party almost obliterated the 
Democrats. Next to Wisconsin, these 


three states were regarded by the La 


. Follettites in the campaign as of ex- 


ceeding ripeness. with a set up hard 
to improve on. Ever since its defeat 
at the polls the third party has been 
evaporating until now its vote is re- 
garded as a demonstration of its 
futility. 

In the primaries June 21 the Repub- 
licans polled 422,652 votes, while the 
farmer laborites got only 155,226. Both 
parties had stiff fights, so the third 
party recession was not due to lack 
of a cortest. | 

On the Republican side Gov. Christt- 
anson carried every county over 
George E. Leach, Mayor of Min- 
neapolis and had a plurality of 162,- 
000. This was the largeest plurality 
ever cast in Minnesota for any candi- 
date for governor either in a primary 
or a general election. 

Drift to Old Parties. 

On the Farm-Labor side Magnus 
Johnson got 82,000 as against 70,000 
for Tom Davis. It was a significant 
showing of weakness, for two years 
ago, although Coolidge got 420,000 
votes or 51 per cent of the total, La 
Follette polled 339,000, or 41 per cent 
of all. 

The drift is strongly back into the 
old parties. The Democrats, who were 
almost wiped off the map two years 
ago when Davis polled only 56,000 
votes, or less than 7 per cent of the 
total, have put up Alfred Jacques of 
Duluth for governor, and have hopes 
of polling enough votes to make the 
party look less like a bargain counter 
remnant. 

Radicals Scattering. 

At the same time the Republicans, 
who seem to have the world again 
by the tail in the state, are debating 
whether segregation, to a limited de- 
gree, is not such a bad idea in politics. 

So long as the radicals and extrem- 
ists from the coral shell pinks to the 
ox-blood reds, congregate in a party 
of ‘their own, the G, QO. P, leaders 
have a definite objéctive for their wal- 
lops. Now the. radicals are scatter- 
ing into the old parties and the next 
year or two may see them adopting 
in politics the old I. W. W. policy in 
labor, that of boring from within. 

Evaporation has been fast in South 
Dakota, where Tim Ayres, Farmer- 
Labor, running against Gov. Carl Gun-

Her Aunt Pitches Hay. 

Today Trudie paid a visit to a great- 
aunt, who is a sister of Miss Ederle’s 
grandmother and also godmother of 
This great aunt, who lives 
in Weilheim, a neighboring village, is 
seventy-nine years old. When we 
drave up to her home we were told 
that she was out working in the fields. 
she returned later, accompanied by sev- 
eral men and women, who had been 
assisting her in loading wheat and hay 
into carts. | 
Trudie’s great aunt brought out big 
stone pitchers of cider, which is the 
favorite drink here—cider which was 
old, having aged in dark, deep cellars 
beneath the farmhouse. Trudie’s 
grandmother drank two glasses of the 
cider. 


Everyone Drinks Cider. 


Everyone here drinks either wine 
or cider, water being used only for 
bathing purposes. Every place we go 
the hostess brings cider and cakes 
the minute we are seated. The Ger- 
man people are not happy unless their 
guests are eating all day long. All 
of which does not afford one an oppor- 
tunity to lose any weight here. 

Bissingen is a picturesque village 
with quaint architecture, its plaster 
and brick houses supported by wide 
wooden beams and every house has 
pots of flowers at its windows. The 
houses are arranged in the center of 
the village with the farms spreading 
out beyond like the spokes of a wagon 
wheel radiating from its hub. 

Almost the entire village is owned 
by members of the Ederle family. 
Trudie’s grandmother owns 120,000 
meters of land which was left her by 
her husband. This heritage has been 
divided, each child being given a por- 
tion which he now cultivates.

Narrow Roads Cost 
More than Highway 
Widening, Say Experts 


HICAGO and Cook county vehi- 

cles travel 990,000 miles every 
week day over the paved high- 
ways leading into Chicago, ac- 
cording to the official estimate of gov- 
ernment and county observers. 


Delays because these roads are only 
18 feet wide instead of 40 feet and be- 
cause of bottle necks and traffit con- 
gestion cost operators of these vehi- 
cles a minimum of $3,000,000 a year. 


To reach this conservative figure 
of actual traffic loss, engineers as- 
sumed that the average ‘speed on 
county pavements about Chicago 
should be 20 miles an hour and as- 


minutes each hour because of con- 
gestion. This daily loss amounts to 
3,300 vehicle hours. The value of this 
lost time in gasoline, wear and tear 
and delay of. passengers is at least 
$3 an hour or $9,900 a day. On the 
basis of 300 working days, the loss 
amounts to $2,770,000. 


Bee gos loss does not include the seri- 
oO delays on Sundays and holidays 
when 323,000 vehicles use the pave- 
ments as compared to 81,805 on week 
days, according to the government 
traffic counts.

The long living room, which domi- 
nates one entire side of the house, 
opens through French doors to a 
glazed in sun porch with wood floor 
lined with brick. Double hung win- 
dows prevail throughout the house, but 
on the sun porch the windows are case- 
ment, swinging out. 

On the second floor there is a size- 
able hall, with spacious closets, bed- 
rooms with windows on two sides, ef- 
fected without too much sacrificing of 
wall space, and an additional small 
room, reserved for sewing purposes. 

Floors are of oak, with gum trim 
throughout. The gum trim is stained 
slightly to give it a finely polished 
finish. The bath has cement plaster 
walls and tile floor. The garage has a 
cement floor, and its exterior is carried 
out in the same manner as the house. 


Cost About $11,675. 


As it stands, with suggested finish, 
this residence was built in Chicago ter- 
ritory for $11,675. This does not 
mean, however, that by certain quan- 
tity and quality reductions this sam 
house cannot be built for less. . 

It often happens that when a pros-, 
pective builder studies a house plan 
which approximates closely what he 
wishes to build for himself he asks, on 


- hearing the cost: 


“ How can I bulld it for less?” 
This question is so vitally important 


e in sO many cases that when a house 


is shown, with the estimated cost of 
building it, a man should be able to 
check off in his mind a number of pos- 
sible ways by which he could lower 
the price. 

Point Way to Save. 


Right here is where an architect 
can often save you many hundreds of 
dollars. Or a contractor of lorig expe- 
rience. They know values and where 
you can afford to economize without 
sacrificing on durability or essential 
substantiability. 

There are two kinds of economizing: 
One is in quantity and one in quality. 

Quantity economy is often preferred 
as additions can always be made later 
when they are perhaps much more 
easily afforded. 

Several examples might be cited in 
possible quantity saving in this house. 
One would be in the elimination of 
the sun porch. Such a living room 
as this, exposed on three sides, is vir- 
tually a sun room in itself and, un- 
lees the house were to be built in the 
south, by no means a necessity. A 
rather, te be added 
later. 

Then again many pecple do not own 
a car the first few years when they 
are paying for their home. Many hun- 


dreds of dollars would likewise be saved | 


if the building of the garage were post- 
poned for a time. | 


Other Ways to Save. 


Still a third saving lies ih the elim- , 


ination of mechanical devices such as 
electric refrigeration, modern kitchen 
cabinets and built-in cupboards, china 
closets, built-in bookcases, etc. All 
these easily run into hundreds of dol- 
lars. 


Reducing in quality is more hazard- 
ous and should be done only under ex- 
pert advice. All plumbing equipment, 
fixtures, paints, enamels, floorings and 
trim are tobe purchased at widely 
varying prices and there can usually 
be found medium priced materials to 
select which are neither too expen, 
sive nor too cheap. 

You sometimes hear people say “If 
I can't have just what I want, I won't 
have anything.” But the time passes 
and never arrives when they are able 
to convert their dreams into actuali- 
ties. And so because they_are unwil!- 
ing to temporize a little and limit their 
wants as far as the unessentials go, 
they never achieve their own home. 
with sunshine and air and open 
grounds which they can enjoy with 


thelr children. 


So much is possible these days to 
the man and woman who are bullding 
their home and so much depends on 
thelr own powers of discrimination. 
Tt, isn’t lack of money which makes a 
hwuse commonplace. It is lack of ideas.

Calls It Asset to Neighborhood.

Added Protection from Fire. 

“ The writer has been reading with 
great interest the various topics from 
Sunday to Sunday in reference to orna- 
menting tanks on roofs of buildings.

Diversified Farming 


Keeps the Ranchers

BERDEEN, 8S. D.—[Special Cor-

They have had too much 
experience to allow a crop failure to 
scare them. 


“If you are coming in here looking 
for gloom because our crops are slini 
this year, you have come to the wrong 
man,” said an Aberdeen banker when 
I went in to talk crops with him. “It 
will take more than a small grain crop 


dersand arch-,

taken an invoice of what we have, and 
on the whole we are making progress. 
Crop failures have occasionally hap- 
pened here before and. we have recov- 
ered. This state is comparatively new 
and we are beginning to appreciate 
that there is reason to be proud of 
our progress when the situation is 
viewed over a long period of years. 
We have plenty of evidence to indicate 
that our next thirty years will be as 
good as the last thirty.” 


The loss this year in this section, 
leading thinkers say, will be a year’s 
time. They expect to hold their own 
and be ready to start in 1927 about 
where they were at the beginning of 
this year. The financial situation here 
is pointed to as the bright spot. Aber- 
deen boasts of no bank failures. The 
local bank clearings are expected to be 
$10,000,000 more than in 1924 and 
$2,000,000 more than last year. Depos- 
its are increasing and loans to farmers 
are decreasing. 

Cash Crops Help. 

While the wheat dollar is still the 
big drawing card, ranchers are depend- 
ing more each year upon their checks 
fromm chickens, eggs, cream, pigs, 
lambs, wool, potatoes, and other cash 
crops to carry them through the tight 
places, all the result of the varied pro- 
gram of farming that most of them are 
following. : 

Typical of the way producers are 


and kind as the fare of the building

A tank tower 
in a manufacturing building was gen- 
erally the stair tower, so that the heat 
from the stair hall kept the temzper- 
ature of the air in the tower at a 
point where the water in the tank 
would not freeze. 

“Portions of the building above the 
main roof line, including towers, pent- 
houses and the inside of parapet walls, 
were faced with vitrified face brick 
for any brick work exposed to weather 
above the roof line deteriorates very 
rapidly if constructed and faced with 
a soft common brick. 


Saving in Structural Steel. 

“The facing of the tower with face 
brick, as well as the inside of the 
parapet walls, prevented moisture 
from entering into the wall and cré- 
ating dampness in the upper floor of 
the building, at the same time saving 
fuel that is ordinarily required to keep 
the temperature of the upper floor to 
a point where condensate and moisture 
will not appear on the ceiling of the 
upper floor. 

“In placing tanks in an inclosed 
tower above the roof line there is a 
saving in the structural steel frame 
for suport of the tanks, as the brick 
walls themselves of the tower will sup- 
port the tank. 

“The writer does not seek any pro- 
fessional honors as a ‘Pioneer’ in 
tank towers inclosing water tanks, but 
wishes to convey his experience to 
architects, engineers, and the building 
public.”’

Cattle Men Nervous. ‘ 


So the South Dakota cattle men are 
a bit nervous. They have just re- 
stocked their ranches after the hard 
times they had a few years ago and 
these animals have not had time to 
pay their way. Every rancher is do- 
ing his best to stay with his breeding 
herd, for if he has to restock again 
he would have the double burden of 
paying for his new herd, as well as 
the old one. The feed supply this fall 
will determine what the livestock men 
have to face. Ranchers say that if 
the worst comes they will sell their 
herds before they will pay exorbitant 
prices for feed, as was done by some 
of the western cattle men a few years 
ago when they shipped feed into the 
range country, paying $40 a ton for 
hay and fed $80 worth of hay to $60 
cows. 

There will be plenty of money avail- 
able for stockmen to buy feed. No. 2 
yellow corn, selling here at Aberdeen, 
is headed for the dollar mark, But 
ranchers figure they can keep their 
hogs and make money feeding corn 
at that price when porkers sell at$12 
or $13 a hundred. They expect to 
make money either raising feeder pigs 
to ship to feed lots in other states, 
or fatten them for the market on corn 
shipped into this territory. With the 
prospects for a short corn crop in 
sight there is likely to be an exchange 
of Dakota pigs for Iowa and Illinois 
corn. 

Sheep Industry Increases. 

With plenty of rains to make fall 
pasture, ranchers will be able to con- 
tinue increasing the sheep population. 
There ‘was a heavy clip of wool here 
this spring and the fleeces brougyt 
$2.50 or more each.

| Baby Beef Industry Proves Profitable to Western Rancher

about $105 a head, or a net return of 
$15 a head. The best heifers are kept 
for breeding purposes and when the 
cows have reached the end of their 
i'neriod of usefulness they are sold. 
|" The cattle are all pure breds. Vari- 
ous families are in the original herd of 
females, including Prides, Blackbirds, 
and Heather Blooms. New biood is in- 
troduced by using Blackbird sires. 


Since the War. 

Before the war when the raising of 
pure bred cattle for breeding purposes 
was a profitable business, Mr. San- 
ford sold many of his best animals as 
fourdation stock to other farmers, but 


production of baby beeves for the 
market. He finds that it works in 
well with the varied system of farming 
that has been found so profitable rec- 
cently in this state. The increase of 
from $35 to $50 a month for help has, 
of course, added to the cost of raising 
and fattening the baby beeves but the 
price has advanced so that his profit 
today is about the same as it was 
in 1914. ° 

From the 90 head of calves he usu- 
ally gets about 45 steers and an equal 
number of heifers. The steers are 
ready for the market when they are 
from 18 months to 2 years old, weigh- 
ing about 1,050 pounds each. 

Pasture breeding is practiced on the 
Sanford farm and the new calf-crop 
is coming on at various times in the 
year, the majority of them coming 
between January and May. The first 
load is ready to market in April the 
following year and the next load in 
July. 


How Calves are Raised. 

The calves are allowed torun -with 
the cows in the pasture for about 
five or six months and then weaned. 
In addition to the milk, the calves 
when a month old are started on a ra- 
tion of oats and barley. About the sec- 


ranchers are going about the develop- 
ment of diversified farming, which has 
been advocated so strongly for the last 
five or six years throughout the cen- 
tral west and northwest. South Da- 
kota is finding it an antidote for the 
troubles that go along with a crop 
shortage. 

The turkey crop has been increased 
In this section. Last year North Da- 
kota sold more than $25,000,000 worth 
of turkeys, and South Dakota sold 
more than half that many. The tur- 
key, which'was given a new start as 
an emergency here a few years ago, 
has been increasing in popularity. 
Grasshoppers and other pests were so 
bad a few seasons ago that turkeys 
were brought into the Dakotas to pro- 
tect the crops. There was time

When the fields are blanketed with 
snows the calves are put in a barn and 
kept in.individual stancheons where 


they can be fed definite amounts of |, 


grain and silage. Twenty to thirty 
pounds of silage with about five pounds 
of ground barley is given each calf 
every day. The barley is varied de 
pending upon the amount of corn in 
the silage. On warm suuy days the 
calves are allowed free run of a bed- 
ded barnyard. Racks filled with flax 
straw are kept in the yards. They get 
enough flax seed from the straw to 
take the place of oil meal that is or- 
dinarily fed. During the last six weeks 
before the calves are marketed, corn 
is given in addition to the barley. 
They are started on a ration contain- 
ing 20 per cent corn which is gradual- 
ly increased until it makes up 75 per 
cent of the corn-barley mixture. 


Demand for High Grade Steers. 


Mr. Sanford says he finds baby 
beef raising profitable and a good way 
of handling beef animals because there 
is a good demand for the high grade 
steers. He does not have to carry them 
through more than one winter.

CANNING PROBLEMS. 


ERE and there, and widely, over 
the country there are trained 
food students wlie have devoted 
days and weeks, and even 

months to canning problems. Find 
out, if you care to, what they have 
done in lifornia! These students are 
well verSed in chemis “try and gener- 
ally, but not always, are greatly in- 
terested in diets. 

In the government's food labora- 
tories in Washington, in state institu- 
tions and sclHools of various types, an 
enormous amount of work has been 
done to perfect our know ledge of the 
preserving of foods, and to spread this 
knowledge by printing it in pamphlets 
or bulletins. In one case the worker 


‘is in what we may call “boy work,” 


directing boys’ clubs and so connected 
with hundreds of thousands of indi- 
Viduals. Girls’ clubs, and girls’ and 
mothers’ clubs have canned and canned 
and canned, proudly and winningly, 
that is, they have won prizes, and 
some of them have even been sent 
to France 40 teach ‘canning there, 
where Francois Appert started the 
whole canning business. That is. he 
was the first to make practical appli- 
cation of the method of preserving 
food by putting it in cans or bottles, 
which he hermetically sealed, putting 
them then in water to boil for a longer 
or shorter time, depending on what 
the food was. 

Appert did not hav> the right idea 
“as to what spoiled food, but Pasteur 
came aleng and taught the world just 
what it was that caused fermentation 
and putrefaction, Though his theory 
of why food spoiled was wrong Ap.- 
pert’s method of preserving it by seal- 
ing and cooking it was correct, and 
the world owes him a great debt. 

The canning trades owe Appert most, 
but it is probably in the commercial 
laboratories that most of the work has 
been done to perfect methods for keep- 
ing food. If as much attention had 
been given to making the food canned 
commercially of an epicurean grade, 
canned foods would be in far higher 
repute today than they are. There 
are few of them I want to put into 
my carefully planned diet. (I try to 
eat at every meal so as to maintain 
my health over a long period of time). 

But to get back to our original] sub- 
ject: Commercial institutions of va- 
rious sorts, manufacturers of cans and 
canning accessories, put out booklets 
on canning that contain a great deal 
of valuable information. in many cases, 
though it is rather likely to be dull 
reading, The best’work on oven can- 
ning, and it is good and highly rea- 
sonable, is put out by a commercial 
institution, but the woman who directs 
the cooking in their laboratories gained 
repute as a teacher, and as a writer 
of cook books widely used as texts 
in schools. 

_ d## for us and company, with this 
writer, we have not spent days and 
hours canning, but we have tried to 
keep track of all that has been done 
by others, not infrequently taking 
their conclusions and doing some work 
o@reelves for our readers’ benefit.

For instance, we get letters asking 
us about canning with the pressure 
cooker, usually from those who have 
had the liquid pulled right cut of their 
cans while the processing was going 
on.

we have to have the utensil. For in. 
stance, a Scotch bowl may be fine tor 
frying, but what elise is i: good for? 
Other utensils may be just as gocd

Knowing what we do about the pres- 
sure cooker, we were gredatiy enicr- 
tained by what Anna Merritt Eas: 
said about one in “ Kitchenette Cook- 
ery” in 1917, and knew about them 
before that. We think (the correct 
advice to give to inquirers is this: Go 
or write to the manufacturers of your 
cooker and get their help. In geners!l 
it will be reliable, but not always. 
There is one cooker on the market we 
would not give house room. We fear 
the makers had none but the lowest 
of commercia] reasons for putting out 
this imitation of a good thing—all too 
common a practice in many fields, but 
we hate quack kitchen utensils in 
special. Imitators who put them out 
should hear no good of themselves. 


No Standardizing of Fruits and 
Vegetables. 


As everybody knows such a fruit as 
the currant produces by far the best 
jelly and jam if it is picked on a dry 
day and is cooked | at once. But if the 
season has been wet it is something 

else again, and in the case of such a 
fruit as the strawberry the weather 
does no end of things to make the 
product of varying worth. And with 
much of our modern market gepend- 
ence upon the fruits we use, there are 
all sorts of things to be taken into 
consideration. In some eases an in- 
cipient mold may have started on the 
fruit, or there may be some differences 
like those in milk*of different ages [in 
hours]. Yet people do use loads of 
market fruits in canning, and with 
success, because some people do have 
a natural born jnstinct about foods. 


The Plum Abdhdance. 


Partly because they travel so well 
perhaps, and are so easily grown, or 
for some reason or other, we have 
an. increasing abundance of plums in 
our markets, and in greater variety 
each year. There are many delicious 
conserves that can be made from 
them, although we have not the 
brandy for brandied plums, and most 
of us have neither the disposition nor 
the facilities for making plum wine 
as “they” used to do. Some of the 
censerves are better with meat than 
with anything else, and excellent for 
that. 

It does not make much difference 
in conserving prune plums whether 
the skins are removed or not, but the 
acid and almost barbaric strength of 
some plums seems to lie in their skins, 
yet when these are removed a mar- 
malade of them may be practically as 
mild as one of apricots.

The Green Gage family’ is rather 
aristocratic, It is the ‘‘Reine Claude,” 
which receives so many mentions in 
French literature, having been in- 
troduced into France by Queen Claude, 
the wife of Francis I. Its royal touch 
was lost to the English because an 
English family named Gage obtained 
a number of the trees from the monks 
of Chartreuse, near Paris, and the gar- 
dener lost the name. So they called 
it the Green Gage. It is the best plum 
in England, at some people think it 
is our best, also, although not our 
most abundant. It has many varieties 
in both France and Eng!iand; but, since 
we do not give the delighted attention 
it 
is hard to find out just how many 
varieties of it we have. 


No one who knows New York City 
but has heard the name Delancey, 
and it was on the east side of the 
Bowery that .the Washington plum 
got a start, and then a merchant of 
Chatham street in 1818, developed it 
so that it “attracted universal acten- 
tion by the semarkable beauty and 
size of the fruit.’’” A specimen was 
sent to Lendon and it gained acclaim 
there.

And of other plums 
that grew celebrated—sorrewfully we 
must refrain from naming them. 


Damson Cheese or Blue Plum Butter. 


You make these two conserves in the 
same way, and you can begin in a 
small way and work up. Wash and 
stem a quart of plums, drain, put into 
a covered casserole with half a gup of 
sugar, and bake in a slow oven for 
two hours. Uncovered they lose too 
much by evaporation, and the long 
baking, as in the case of the apple, 
develops too much flavor and color, so 
make it shorter when you want a dif- 
ferent effect.

By these few negative hints you will 
understand what is meant by putting 
down your Habilities. Now for your 
assets. 

If you are fundamentally warm 
hearted and sympathetic, consider the 
many branches of socia!] service work. 
If you are fond of coddling sick people, 
the nursing field is broad and remu- 
nerative. If you are by nature do- 
mestic to your finger tips, the oppor- 
tunities to commercialize that instinct 
aré many. 

At any rate, be honest with yoqur- 
self. Self-deception never pays. Put 
down facts, if this is to be of any real 
help. 

After you have chartered yourestt 
as best you can, study the many possi- 
bilities of work along the lines where 
you seem strongest. end your prob- 
lem in to this department if you wish 
for advice. Consider, above all things, 
your likes and your dislikes. 

Groups of Vocations. 


The vocations open to girls naturally 
divide themselves into certain groups. 

Perhaps the group to be mentioned 
first is the one which includes those 
services so tremendously in demand to- 
day throughout the country, the group 
known as the home economic lines, or 
again as the domestic arts and sci- 
ences. 

These services have in many cases 
assumed the importance of definite 
professions in the last seven years, 
and after all are for the most part 
nearer to the deepest interests of the 
average girl than any other. Inci- 
dentally, the financial returns which 
they offer are in most instances ex- 
cellent. 

Tea Room and Cafeteria Management. 


This line should appeal especiall: to 
the girl with a natural aptitude for 
good housekeeping. Some technical 
training is necessary. It is open to the 
girl in the small town as wel! as the 
city. The demand for managers is at 
present considerably greater than the 
supply, and the salary ranges from 
$1,000 to $5,000 a year. 


Executive ability, along with the 
knack of being able to codperate with 
other departments, is a quality neces- 
sary for success in this work of keep- 
ing people well through proper foods. 
The demand for trained dietitians in 
institutions, hospitals, schools, factory 
lunch rooms is increasingly great. Usu- 
ally two years of intensive training is 
required, and in institutional positions 
the salary ranges from $3800 to $2,500, 
board and room included. 

Beauty Specialist. 

This line is one of the most popular 
today. The technical training required 
is less than one year, and the oppor- 

tunities for the ambitious girl to earn 

good money as a worker in beauty par- 
lers, or eventually to own her own 
beauty shop, are excellent. 


Catering. 

This is another field which offers 
the chance for the girl or woman to go 
into business for herself. To be able 
to serve good food in unusual and 
tempting fashion is one of the prim¢ 
requisites for success. What training 
ia necessary depends on the practical 
knowledge and experience of the in 
dividual girl. Some specialized train- 
ing at the hands of experts cannot 
help but contribute new ideas and 
heipful ways to market them. 

Textile Work. 

An interesting profession for the 
girl with artistic jeanings. Sometimes 
a beginner starts in a factory at $20 
a week and works her way up to the 
designing of textiles, which, commands 
a large salary. Positions also are’pro- 
curable as sellers and buyers of textiles 
in merchandising houses. There also 
are opportunities of advancement in 
the work of weaving. dyeing and batik. 


Dressmaking and Millinery. 

Limitless fields here for the girl who 
is clever with the needle. Merchandis- 
ing houses as well as special shops and 
individuals demand trained workers. 
There is also every opportunity for the 
ambitious girl to go “on her own” 
after a few years. . ; 

Visiting Housekeeper. 

A line suited to the girl who has a 
natural desire to help people. It is 
usually conducted under the auspices 
of educational or. social centers and 
consists of personal service to fam- 
ilies regarding all the problems of 


homemaking. Salaries run from $1,200 
to $2,500. 
Canning and Preserving of Home 
Products. 


Preparation for this work depends on 
how much practical] experience the girl 
or woman entering upon it possesses. 
It can be carried on in the home and 
women have succeeded well at it who 
had no special training. The excellent 
quality of their vegetables ani frults 
in glass spoke for itself. State agri- 
cultural colleges, however, offer women 
courses in this line, and there are 
correspondence courses for those who 
cannot attend the university in person. 

Designers of Clothes. 

Schools of Designing usually require 
one year for training. The financial 
returns are exceptionally good. The 
apprentice starts at $20 to $30 a week, 
and if clever can advance in time to 
the maximum salary of from $200 to 
$300 a week. A girl starting in this 
work should have originality of ideas, 
good tayte, and the aggression neces- 
sary to warry out her own imaginings. 

(‘andy Manufacturing. 

The sugcess of women in the busi- 
ness of naaking candy is well known 
today. It is one of the most interest- 
ing of the culinary lines and pays well. 
Some technical training and a period 
of apprenticeship are desirable before 
the girl can hope to start out for her- 
self on even the smallest scale. A 
sane business head is necessary, to- 
gether with considerabie natural aptt 
tude. 

Home Demonstration Agent. 

A comparatively new line in which 
the worker advises different clubs and 
organizations throughout the country 
how to improve the housekeeping 
standards of the neighborhood. The 
salary is usually paid from county, 
state or federal funds and runs from 
$1,200 to $4,000 a year. Some teaching 
ability is necessary, together with a 
knowledge of home economics and a 
natural facility. for leadership. 

Store Buyers. 
with a natural born bar- 
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gaining ability, together with a knack 
for figures and plenty of self assur- 
ance, find a lucrative field in this line 
Salaries range from $25 to $200 a 
week. The average salary is probably 
about $60 and in those departments 
where women are needed the demand 
is constantly increasing. 


Interior Decorating. 


The average interior decorator gets 
a fair income. As an apprentice she 
can earn from $15 to $400 a week. 
Once on her own, the rewards are 
much greater and in proportion to her 
own abilities. This is supremely a 
woman’s work and her success in it 
the last few years is vastly encour- 
aging to the young beginner. 


Garden Photography. 

For the girl whose camera is her 
fad here is a new line which promises 
to offer considerable financial] returns 
in the near future. Appfenticeship in 


r specialist’s studio is one of the 
quickest ways of acquiring a working 
knowledge of this line during the gar- 
den season. A girl with thought and 
perseverance should be able to build 
up a paying business, as every pos- 
sessor of a charming garden naturally 
wants a picture of it, and outdoor por- 
traiture is always attractive. 3 


Professional Shopper. 

A line any enterprising and discrim- 
inating girl can hope to find employ- 
ment in if she has a good memory 
and can think quickly and clearly. 
Her duties consist of visiting other 
stores than the one where she is em- 
ployed and comparing their stock and 
customers. The salary ranges from 
$18 to $40 a week, according to her 
value to the store.

The an- 
nouncement.must we sent to the re 
liable newspapers by a member of the 
immediate family—written and signed 
—and it is always confirmed by the 
paper before it is printed. If for some 
reason the mother or father finds it 
more convenient to give the news over 
the telephone, the person speaking, 
should it be a secretary or a member 
of the family, states AL ho is giving the 
information. The family of the girl, 
of course, gives the engagement party, 
though it is sometimes given by an 
aunt or uncle rather than by the moth- 
er and father.

On Realism 
By H. L. Mencken. 


NE of the strangest delugions of criticism is to be found 
in the notion that there is such a thing as. realism— 
that is, realism grounded on objective fact in the same 
way that a scientific monograph, say, or the report of 

a law trial, is grounded upon objective fact. Nothing of the 
sort is imaginable. The arts do not and cangot deal with 
reality, for the moment they begin to do so they cease to be 
arts. Their function is something quite different, and even 
antagonistic. It is not to photograph the world, but to edit 
and improve the world: It is not to embrace the whole, but to 
select and exhibit the salient part. It is not to écho life, but 
show a way of escape from life. 

But perhaps I succumb to phrases. What I mean to say, 
in plain language, is that no genuine artist would paint a pic- 
ture if he were completely satisfied with the thing he depicts. ‘ 
His dissatisfaction is precisely what makes him an artist: he 
is moved by a yearning to put in something or take out some- 
thing, to make a comment, to frame a gloss upon the word of 
God—or, as it is usually put, to express himself. And the 
measure of his virtue as an artist lies in that contribution, 
not in what he takes bodily from nature. If what he has to 
say is novel and charming, then he is a good artist. If what 
he has to say is trite and dull, then he is a bad one. The first 


and last thing is what hehas to say. _ 


Certainly all this should be obvious, but for some reason 
or other it seems to be not so. I have read of late a long 


| essay on James Joyce’s “Ulysses,” praising it in high, as 


tounding terms as a complete and exact record of a day in the 
life of its people. It is, of course, nothing of the sort. At least 
nine-tenths of its materials came, not out of the Bloom family, 
but out of James Joyce. Even the celebrated unspéken mono- 
logue of Marion at the end is his, not hers. There are long 
sections of it that even the professional psychologists, who 
are singularly nafve, must detect as false—that is, false for 
Marion, false for a woman of her position, perhaps even false 
for any woman. But they are not false for Joyce. 

Some years ago I enjoyed the somewhat laborious honor 
of reading, in manuscript, a new novel by a well known Amer- 
ican novelist, greatly esteemed for his fidelity to the metaphys- 
ical bugaboo known as the truth. It was, in more than one 
way, a work of high merit, but it had a number of obvious 
defects. One was a painful superabundance of irrelevant de 
tail. Another was an excess of detail of a sort likely to arouse 


the libido of the Comstocks, and so get the book a bad name. | 


I called this last blemish to the attention of the author, point- 
ing especially to a scene depicting what has since come to be 
called a petting party. At once he rose to high dudgeon. 

“You are,” he roared, “a ——- ——- ——-,_ You are asking 
me to make my story false. It is like asking a woman to cut 
off the ears of her child. What you object to actually hap- 
pened. It had to happen. It was inevitable, I defy you to 
describe a petting party without mentioning it.” 

I did not accept the challenge, but proceeded by a more 
indirect route. That is to say, I described the same petting 
party in different terms. I included all the details that my em- 
inent friend had included, but then went on to include some 
details of my own. The first brought him up. 

“But you can’t he began, in some agitation, 

“ Did ut happen?” I demanded. “Am I going outside the 
record? ” \ 

He retreated behind indignation, and I proceeded. My sec- 
ond canto drove him out of the room. But while I was in the 
midst of my fifth or sixth he returned and proposed peace, 

“ You are quite right,” he said. “It is impossible to tell 
it all. I thought I was doing it, but I see now that I really 
wasn’t. Every passage you have objected to comes out.” 

But this was going too far, and so I protested in turn. 

“ Not at all,” I said. “If they are true to you, then they 


stay in. It is your book, not mine, It doesn’t represent ob- 
jective reality; it represents your reaction to reality. Did 
those passages seem sound and inevitable when you wrote 
them? Then they stay in.” 

So they stayed in, and the Comstocks duly raided the 
book. 


Thus argument, as usual, led only to contradiction, en- 
mity and disaster. On another such occasion the conse- 
quences were less deplorable. I have another friend, a dis- 
tinguished anatomical artist, whose drawings are celebrated 
for their precise and merciless fidelity to nature. He paints 
landscapes quite as well as livers and lights, but in the same 
way. He is strongly against the new movement in painting, 
and believes that it is the artist’s highest duty to present the 
object depicted exactly as it stands. 

One day I tokd this gentleman that Id like to have a speci- 
men of his work, and he presented me forthwith with a truly 
marvelous drawing. It represented, he told me, a kidney in 
the last stages of some dreadful disease, and was to be repro- 
duced in a forthcoming medical work. Knowing nothing of 
kidneys, I could admire it as a work of art, and as such it 
seemed to me to be magnificent. So greatly did I esteem it 
that I had it framed and hung it in my office, that visiting 
customers might share my pleasure in it. 

The first visitor to see it was a critic of painting. He 
anchored himself before it and gazed at it for ten minutes. 

“ How do you Tike it?” I asked at length. 

“It is superb,”’ he said. “ Leonardo himself was not a 
better draftsman. You have a masterpiece. Where did you 
get 

“Do you know what it represents?” I asked. 

“No,” said the critic. “Who cares what it represents? 
It may be whatever you choose to call it. All it represents to 
me is a*first rate draftsman. The fellow can draw. And he 
has something to say.” 

Whereupon, in the manner of art critics, my friend pro- 
ceeded to a disquisition unintelligible to me. But one thing, 
at least, I understood: that this master realist had not fetched 
him by realism. 

In so far as it has any meaning at all, indeed, realism 
simply means the opposite of consciously false. Daisy Ash- 
ford’s “The Young Visiters” was brilliantly realistic, and 


| in the best sense, though it was full of palpable absurdities. 


But Daisy did not intend them to be absurdities. She felt 
them as truths, and so she was a realist. The world she de- 
picted was authentically the world that she saw. And what 
she added to it represented exactly her private view of the 
way it might be made better and more charming. 

In this sense—the only true sense—all novelists of any 
merit whatsoever are realists. Joseph Conrad was, though 
he dealt habitually with strange people and unfamiliar situa- 
tions, often near the border line of the fantastic. Anatole 
France was, though he more than once crossed the line. Real- 
ism is simply intellectual honesty in the artist. The realist 
yields nothing to what is manifestly not true, however allur- 
ing. He makes no compromise with popular sentimentality 
and illusion. He avoids the false inference as ‘well as the 
bogus fact. He respects his materials as he respects himself. 

But all that certainly doesn’t make him a photographer. 
In the world as he sees it there are facts that lie outside him 
and facts that lie within, and they are of equal importance. 
It is his contribution that converts a dead external reality 
into a living inner experience, and conveys his own emotion 
to the reader. If that emotion of his is common and shoddy, 
then what he writes will be common and shoddy, but if it has 
dignity in it, and some echo of the eternal tragedy of man, 
then he will produce a genuine work of art. What ails most 
of the so-called realists, particularly in this greet republic, is 
simply that they are inferior men. They see only what is vis 
ible to an ice wagon driver. They bring to it only the emo 


tional responses of a trolley conductor.

The merciless ease wherewith M. Maurots dissects Mre. 
Siddons is as fascinating as were his processes in the case 
of Shelley. I have long contended that the best course of 
study with regard to the theater of the past consists of pay- 
ing common-sense attention to the theater of the present, 
and any intelligent person who pursues my method can arrive 
at no other conclusion than that a bit more than ninety-nine 
percent of all we read of the theater down to the time we 
began to take notice is just balderdash.

As the Institute is 
organized not for profit, the fees are small 
and are the same to one and all.

Pretty Rather than Compelling. 

One must be a good mind reader, 
too, an excellent student of character, 
to paint a real portrait. A pretty pic- 
ture does not present such difficulties. 
But a portrait, a living likeness, that 
is not easy to paint. These portraits 
of Mr. Mitchell's, except for that of 
Miss Rend, are pretty pictures, and 
some undoubtedly are good likenesses, 
but the compelling influences that are 
alive in her rather unfinished portrait 
are not discoverable in the more care- 
fully painted canvases. 

The water color sketches are charm- 
ing. Nice, Rome, Spain, Paris, Venice, 
Florence, the names stumble over 
themselves in the list from which he 
has secured fascinating, characteris- 
tic bits. There are fountains, naturally 
spelling Paris; colored sails on green 
water paths, Venice; a blue, blue 
stretch of sea and a flowering coast, 
Nice. There is power in these com- 
positions and there is nothing man- 
nered; beauty, and no affectations. 
Illustrations may be pot-boilers. Say 
it under one’s breath, portraits may 
be pot-boilers, but these landscapes 
are the essence of the delight of an 
artist’s finding himself in his work.

THESE FANS ASK 
SHORT DAY WAVE, 
LONG AT NIGHT 


When it comes to controversies over 
Wave lengths, the broadcast listeners 
of the United States are conducting an 
agitation mild in comparison with the 
campaizn now being staged,in far-off 
Australia. 

Australian fans want their stations 
not only to alter their present wave 
lengths, so as to permit of 50 meters 
separation, but want them to send on 
high waves in the sunlight hours and 
shorter waves at night, in the belief 
that this will improve reception. 

The stations involved in the discus- 
sion are 2BL, in Sydney, using 353 
meters; 310, Melbourne, 371 meters; 
4QG, Brisbane, using 385 meters, and 
5CL, Adeliade, all of which use good 
power, reaching considerable distances 
regularly. 

While there has been an increased 
wse of more .selective receivers in 
Australia, particilariy those made in 
America, still the majority of listeners 
are troubled in tuning out one station 
and bringing in another.
